Says He Spent Money 


"Did you spend any money in your 


campaign?" asked Senator W. I!. Iley- 
burn. chairman. 


"Yes," said Mr. Stephenson. "I spent

"In what way did you spend it?" 
"I gave it to 1'j. A, Rdmiinds, by <Min- 


pnign manager in various sums in 1!H)S. 
I also gave various sums to J. A. Van 
(.'leave, a banker of Mnrinette, ruy home 
town, to conduct the campaign there. I 
pnicl money to newspapers, to .1, II. Pue- 
licher. ;v Milwaukee banker and to oth- 
ers, all for the purpose of carrying nn 
m\ campaign for the nomination in the 
primaries in 1008." 


Mr. Stophenson's testimony relative 


to his campaign expenses w:is similar to 
what hud already been brought out in 
previous legislative investigations. 


Argument Precedes Appearance 


The senator's appearance on the stand 


followed argument by J_'liarlcs K, Little- 
field, his counsel, that 
the 
senatorial 


committee had no authority to investi- 
gate into the primaries, of 
1908, 
but 


must confine its. inquiry into Mr. Stoph- 
on.iou's election in 1000. Incidentally he 
intimated the "defense" probably would 
insist that the investigation be confined 
to the election by the joint legislature 
on March 4, 1000, whereas lie said, Mr. 
Stephenson was legally elected by a sep- 
arate vote of the two houses of the Wis- 
consin legislature on January 20, 1900. 


Referring specifically to what he spent 


money for, Senator Hey burn asked the 
witness: 


"For what was the money which you 


gave to Kdmunds spent?" 


•"For carrying on the campaign. For 


getting names of voters and paying ex- 
penses in getting my followers active." 


Senator Stephenson had testified as to 


expenses for postage, traveling expenses, 
cigars and other items when Mr. Little- 
field interposed objection on the ground 
that the questions related to the pri- 
maries and not to the election. 


To consider the objection the commit- 


tee adjourned to the afternoon session. 


With charges before it, that United 


States Senator Isaac Stephenson of Wis- 
consin, secured his election on March 4, 
1009 by means of bribery and other cor- 
rupt use of money the subcommittee of

mally began its sessions here today. 


Senator Stephonson was summoned to 


be the first witness, after the prelimi- 
nary proceedings. 


Formal Charges Presented 


The formal ctmrges against Senator 


Stephenson were presented in a declara- 
tion by John J. Blainc, of Boscobel, Wis- 
consin, who as state senator made tho 
original charges. . 


In his declaration Mr. I'.luine charged 


Psnator Stephenson with having paid to 
E. A. Edwards, $10i',793 to be used in 
Senator Stephenson's primary campaign 
for the nomination, and that tluit money 
was used corruptly. 
He asserted that 


"various sums were paid to electors of 
the state corruptly and unlawfully."

The most attractive part of the 


:heavens is undoubtedly that" which 
is now seen In the east in the early 
evening. Hero there has again ap- 
peared the beautiful and interesting 
group of stars known as the Bull, 
the first of the train .of winter con- 
frtellations whose comhiK tells UK of 
the ending of another summer. The 
beautilul "iittle Pleiades, w'ucsa ap- 


wffl- continue. ,to. separate .so, rapidly 
that .tuey,,will soon be found in quite 
.different regions of the sky. By next 
October, one year from now, they 
will be at almost exactly opposite 
points of the Celestial Sphere. 


The apparent paths of the two 


bodies are shown in Figure 2. Mars 
will, move slowly eastward until Oc- 
tober 17, then run westward until De-

tober 2%—At jthis time the sun will 
have long- since- set to observers in 
the Eastern part of1 the United 
States, and, in fact, the eclipse will 
be wholly Invisible to' all d-wellers 
in America. 
The persona on the 


world who will be the first to see 
the eclipse begin will be those liv- 
ing a short distance to the -rest of 
the Point A, Figure S. All those 
within the strip AB will see the 
moon move entirely onto the face 
of the Bun, while to those within 
the region MNRS the sun will be 
only partly hidden. The eclipse will 
end at S -minutes 42 seconds after V

THE ECLIPSE OF OCTOBER 21-22.

Those readers who watched the 


fnoat Interesting conjunction of Mars 
und • Saturn on last August 16 have 
doubtless noticed how rapidly, these 
l.wo brilliant planets have been se.p- 
nratlng ever since and hovr far apart 
(hey are now. 
If they continue to 


watch them they will s«te »he Red 
planet turn and begin to run to- 
ivard Saturn again, so that by the 
pnd of tho year the two bodies will 
(ie hardly one-third so far apart as at 
present.' Before Mars reaches the 
[lore distant planet, however, It will 
Igain turn and run eastward mnch 


nvpidly than before... and 


will occur on October 21. Next year 
we will be more favored, for during 
1912 there will be no less than four 
eclipses, two of the sun and two of 
the moon, three of which will be 
visible throughout a part of the 
United Statos. 


The eclipse of tils month is -what 


Is known as an annular or • ring 
eclipse, because at this time the 
moon is so far away from the earth 
that Its disc appears smaller to us 
than the disc of the sun does; there- 
fore, although It may be seen to pass 
exactly between us and the sun, the 
latter- will not 
bff wholly hidden. 


.Persons suitably situated 'on the 
earth will see the round, black ball 
of*the moon move entirely onto the 
sun's brilliant disc, but as the circle 
of the moon will seem very slightly 
smaller than that of the sun, a very 
bright rim of the: latter wttl not be 
covered. 
The eigtit of so wondet- 


fully brilliant a little ring shining 
out In, .the sky Is a most striking one, 
but an annular eclipse does not pos- 
sess nearly tho scientific Importance 
o£ a total eclipse, In which tho light 
of the sun Is entirely hidden.

The planet Saturn, which is now( 
htg/l up in the eastern heavens, i« 
an even more interesting object forf 
observation than Mars to on* whflr 
posaeages only a small telescope. Al- 
though the balls ot the two pl*n«t> 
now appear ot almost exactly th« 
same size, the rings of the former' 
are so well widened oat that they, 
as well ae 1U brighter moons, can 
be very easily soon. During thU 
month the earth is so far bejow the 
plane of th« rings that th«y appear 
wider to us th»» *t any other ti»e' 
durinsr this year. 


Jupiter may still be seen very low- 


in the southwest for aboat an hoar . 
after sunset, but it is now in far too.; 
nnfavorable position for satisfactory; 
observation. It will finally leave the 
evening sky and become a morning 
star on November 18. 


Uranus, which 1« moTing .Terr 


slowly eastward in Its 84-year Jour- 
ney around the sky will he found in 
the Constellation Sagittarius In th* 
position shown in Figure 1.

mer and autnmn and which finally 
left the evening sky on September 
15, is now running rapidly out from 
before the eun, and may be seen 
shining as a most brilliant star al- 
most exactly due east for a short 
while before sunrise. 
It is by far 


the most conspicuous object in this 
part of the sky, reaching its great- 
est brightness on October 22. 
In 


the telescope it has the form of a 
very narrow crescent 
At present the most interesting 


question in connection with this 
world, so like our own, is that of 
the length of its day. 
As the planet 


Is ever covered with a dense blanket 
of clouds so that no markings can 
be seen upon its surface, the matter 
must be studied with the spectro- 
scope, an Instrument with which we 
can measure how; rapidly any point 
on the turning world Is approaching 
or drawing away from ns. 
Eleven 


years ago careful measures were 
thought to show that this turning 
was quite rapid, the day on our Sister 
World being about as long as the 
day with us. Other measures, ap- 
parently equally good, made three 
' years later, indicated that the planet 
turned very slowly—so alowly that 
Its day was Just as long as its year— 
BO that on one-half of the planet 
there was perpetual day and on the 
other half unending night. Most re- 
cent carefully made observations just 
concluded, however, confirm the ear- 
lier conclusion, leading to a time of 
rotation only about 10 hours longer 
than our own. The latter Is of the 
highest interest and importance in 
connection with th* question of the 
possibility ot the existence of any 
such Ufa as we know upon our near- 
est neighbor among the planets. 
Unfortunately, the observation Is a 
very difficult one, and \re cannot 
even yet regard the latest results as 
conclusive. At present,.however, the 
balance of evidence seems to lie In 
favor of the shorter tijne of rota- 
tion. 


Mars now shines ont well np in 


the east in the. beautiful Constella- 
tion of the Bull, just at the north- 
ern limit of the group of stars known 
as the Hyades, 
Each evening the 


planet is coming into better posi- 
tion for observation, its distance

COMET BROOK'S. 


This comet, which when discov- 


ered was very faint and which it 
was'-ibelleved would very probably.' 
never become visible to the eye, in- 
creased most remarkably and unex- 
pectedly in brightness during the 
latter part of September, and is now 
a most conspicuous and interesting 
Object. On October 1 it may be. 
found in the northwest in the early 
evening, almost exactly midway be- 
twe*n the Northern Crown and the 
two east stars of the bowl of the 
Dipper. To the naked eye it appears 
as a bright, but hazy star, while in 
a pair of opera glasses it is readily 
seen to be an immense, luminous 
cloud, with a short tail extending in 
a northeasterly direction. By pho- 
tography the tall can be traced to a 
great distance, and the comet Is 
then seen to have almost the normal 
form. 


This beautiful object will con- 


tinue to grow brighter until Octo- 
ber 17, when It will be twic« M 
bright as it waa toward the end of 
September. It will then probably at- 
tract the attention of nearly every- 
one, and Its tail will probably be, 
easily visible to the oye. 
On thl» 


date it will be seen immersed in the 
beautiful group of faint st«r» known . 
as Coma Berenlcea, or the Maiden's. 
Hair, below the bright star Arcturus, 
and Just above the ground in the 
northwest at 7 o'clock in the even- 
ing. Its very rapid motion carrlei It 
southward among the start, until, on 
October 31, it crosses the equator 
just above the bright star, Spic*. 
For about ten days before thl* date 
it will have moved so nearly into the 
daylight sky that although it may be 
detected very low iu the northwest 
just after sunset, it can only b« 
seen 
with 
difficulty. 
After 
thl« 


month it will remain In the southern 
sky and so be entirely Invisible to us. 


The most careful 
computations 


show that this comet is merely a vis- 
itor to our system. We hare never 
seen it before, and after It has 
swung around our sun »nd receded 
into the depths of space It will Ber«r • 
be seen by us ag»in.

THOSE DESIRING FIRE PROTECTION 


MUST PAY BUT CITY FATH- 


ERS ARE AT LOSS 


The amended ordinance for the pay- 


ment to the city of Racine for the use 
of fire apparatus when taken outside the 
limits of the city, has been completed 
and will be presented to the city coun- 
cil Tuesday evening. It provides that 
every person, firm or corporation owning 
property outside the city limits, who 
shall call upon the city of Racine for 
assistance shall pay $25 for each truck 
or hose cart, or other outfit including one 
hour's work and $15 per outfit for.each 
.hour after the first hour, providing, how- 
ever , that the ordinance shall not apply 
to municipal corporations which shall 
call upon the city of Kaciiie for assist- 
ance in lighting a fire. 


The introduction of this ordinance was 


brought about, from the fact that the fire 
department lias been in the habit of 
making runs to Lakeside. 
Complaints 


were made that the factory owners in 
this place refused to come into the city 
and that if tire protection was accorded 
it should be paid for as the factories 
paid no taxes to the city. Now the ques- 
tion arises how the money is to be col- 
lectel after service is rendered. An ef- 
fort will be made to get an agreement 
with the owners of the large manufac- 
turing institutions.

NEW YORK, Sept. 28—Ton thousand 


heads of New York families, five hun- 
dred retail dealers in fifty lines, and sev- 
eral hundred farmers of the Pennsylva- 
nia state grange have combined in an 
association here to eliminate the middle 
man and lower the high cost of living. 


While the Pennsylvania state grange 


is completing negotiations with the as- 
sociation this week to handle tbeir out- 
put a small army ,rf canvassers is in- 
teresting hundreds of families in the 
mavauient soi offiow.v <>J the association 
are negotiating with the farmers of New 
York Btate to iandb their products also. 


±>lans of Association 


The association plans to act 
as 
a 


clearinghouse between producer and con- 
sumer, dividing between them the proiit 
of the various miadlemen through whose 
hands, food commodities have hitherto 
passed. In the case of some farm pro- 
ducts, the association finds that six mid- 
dlemen or brokers have 
been 
reaping 


prolits before the products, reach the con- 
sumer. The five hundred dealers in al- 
most every line of retail trade are mem- 
bers of the association and receive their 
supplies, because of such membership, at 
lower than market rates. The heads of 
families are associate members. 


Divided Into Groups 


The five hundred dealers arc divided 


into seven groups. 
Each group is re- 


quired to pay into the coffers of the as- 
sociation a percentage of its gross re- 
ceipts varying from six per 
cent 
for 


grocers to'fiftecn per cent for druggists. 
The fund thus created is divided into 
six parts, four of which are put aside 
for distribution among the consumers, 
one part being spent for advertising and 
one part for administration and operat- 
ing expenses. 


Each Member Gets Coupons 


Each associated member, or head of a 


family receives a coupon from the dealer 
whenever he makes a purchase setting 
forth the amount of goods bought. At 
the end of stated periods the consumer 
surrenders his coupons to the association 
to serve as a basis for computing the re- 
bate which he will 
receive from 
the 


profit fund. It is the plan to reduce the 
cost of living by these refunds rather 
than by charging the consumer 
lower 


than market prices in the first instance.
